sitting the first three rows. (It’s 
rare clown who will venture any farther 
than that into mob potentially hostile 
prepubescents. Especially since parents 
tend, inexplicably, advise their kids 
step clowns’ feet joke.) 

If, however, you want preserve the 
kids’ and your own innocent 
illusions, best head for the balcony. 
From there, one can impressed with 
the enormousness the elephants 
without being hit the face with the 
enormity their odor. And one can 
marvel the bravado Ursula, the polar- 
bear trainer, without even noticing the 
perhaps incurable polar-bear-caused rash 
her forearms.

West) spend all their time cages 
walking through narrow runways into 
the center ring. They never get tread 
hard ground, and thus the fleshy pads 
the bottoms their feet soften and 
become easily infected. The circus vet has 
tried flooding their cages with 
disinfectant, but avail. The only 
solution this vexing problem take 
the bear act off the road for couple 
years, planned, their feet can 
toughen and heal. 

the meantime, though, Ursula has 
continued end her act with flourish 
waltzing with bear, and thus the 
infection has spread from its forepaws 
her arms. Even worse, least from 
Ursula’s point view, the constant 
danger that even trained beasts can turn 
you. 

This happened New York, Ursula 
explained through interpreter/clown 
Dean Chambers, who boasts neat little 
red nose, bright yellow straw hair, and 
bachelor’s degree, linguistics, from 
George Washington University. (No 
fools, these clowns.) Ursula was waltzing 
with this 1400-pound ten-foot-tall bear 
when suddenly the beast knocked her 
down and began gnawing the back 
her neck (probably miffed because she 
let him lead). She has scars 
prove but still dances with the selfsame 
bear during every performance.

there’s still something other 
for everyone the circus. But everyone 
does not seem showing up. Though 
the-show had not appeared Nashville 
for two years, only the opening 
performance, for which hundreds 
discount tickets had been made available, 
sold out. 

Indeed, empty seats were 
glaringly evident during the 
morning performance, though this may 
partly have been function the 
giveaway dozens passes for that 
show disadvantaged children, who 
spent more time rampaging through the 
auditorium’s corridors and terrorizing the 
concessionaires than they did watching 
the circus. They had great time, 
however. 

The circus folk have made attempts 
keep with changing times. The band, 
for example, offers its peculiar rendition 
during one trapeze 
act. And the circus, mercifully not 
coming Boston, includes 
routine. 

But one can’t avoid the feeling that the 
circus has become something 
anachronism. Despite the claims 
promoters that they offer authentic 
alternative televised fantasies (and 
reasonable family prices, you 
count the obligatory cotton candy, 
balloons, and trashy Hong 

souvenirs), today’s sophisticated- 
children the tube are simply not 
overwhelmed the sight exotic 
animals from the far corners the world. 

This feeling was especially evident 
during the pageant number that 
concludes the first half the three-hour 
show. Though inadequately introduced 
(leaving portion the audience 
confused going on), the 
pageant supposed represent 
years the circus And the 
audience particularly unmoved the 
glittery, over-produced finale: 
history-making circus marriage 
Michu, the smallest man the world, 
and his sweetheart, 

Michu and Juliana are small folks all 
right, but not really married. They 
don’t even live together. And only 
through careful reading the program 
does one become aware that this spectacle 
wedding General Tom his 
bride, Lavinia, event which caused 
worldwide sensation mere century ago. 

Times and tastes have changed, 
sure. 1863 pair midgets got 
married New York church and the 
news knocked the Civil War off the front 
pages. And playing right into the hands 
the legendary P.T. Barnum, James 
Gordon Bennett, publisher the 
sensationalistic New York Herald, 
charged that Barnum had arranged the 
wedding exploit ‘‘the public’s 
curiosity about the freakish sex problems 

Today, circus that wholly owned 
subsidiary major toy company 
there are Barnum-types these days 

exploit century-old tastes with 
pretend wedding midgets, and the 
audience bored. Mischievous little 
Michu may yet find way liven this 
act, however. greatest fear,” 
offered one circus executive, that one 
day Michu will get drunk and say ‘Fuck 
there when that happens.

Indians and are locked dispute over 
land claims, 18th-century laws and the definition tribe

Massachusetts years ago, the 
Wampanoags were our local Indians, 
descendants, were told, the friendly 
natives who met the Mayflower and 
helped the ill-prepared Englishmen 
through their first hard years the New 
World. Certainly school child escaped 
the story their showing the Pilgrims 
how put fish the hill with the corn 
seed. The few Indians who were left 
years ago lived down the 
and were reminded them 
annually Thanksgiving, when 
handful them, often dressed 
historically inaccurate Plains Indian war 
bonnets, were trotted out Plymouth 
partake turkey and provide color for 
tourists and cameras. most, the 
Indians were quaint curiosity whose 
ancestral names lent certain primitive 
romance summer camps, lakes and 
ponds, real estate developments. 

Today, the descendants the 
Wampanoags are longer invisible 
With the filing legal 
suit August 1976 laying claim most 
the town Mashpee Cape Cod, the 
Mashpee Wampanoag Indians have 
become the center explosive 
political and legal controversy na- 
tional well local consequence. 
President Carter considered the matter 
pressing enough warrant the dispatch 
special representative try and settle 
the dispute. 

The basis for the Indians’ claim 
simple. 18th-century federal law, 
land belonging tribe could 
bought transferred without 
congressional approval. Any transaction 
without such approval would illegal 
and invalid. The Mashpee Indians claim 
that the state Massachusetts effect 
took their land 1870, when made the 
Mashpee Indian District into regular 
town and divided remaining common 


lands into private parcels. Since this 
transfer occurred without Congressional 
approval, the Mashpees argue they are 
therefore entitled all the undeveloped 
land the town (some 13,000 out the 
total 16,000 acres) and want returned 
tribal control. 

Though the Indians not this stage 
have detailed plan for use the land, 
they say that all 13,000 acres will held 
collectively tribal members. The 
current thinking least 10,000 
acres will put into permanent trust 
preserve from development, 2000 will 
reserved for tribal use (for example, 
land for house lots develop job- 
producing industries), and since the 
Mashpees have traditionally been 
farmers, they hope use the remaining 
1000 acres for agriculture. 

This suit but one number being 
brought under the Indian Nonintercourse 
Act 1790 Eastern American Indian 
tribes seeking recover tribal lands. 
Others include the 
Passamaquoddy and Penobscot claim 
five ten million acres Maine, 
approximately half the area the state. 
the time was passed, the purpose 
this law was clear. was protect the 
federal government from Indian troubles 
caused land-grabbing settlers, well 
being perhaps well-intentioned 
paternalistic gesture protect the natives 
from exploitation. President George 
Washington explained the purpose the 
law the Seneca Nation New York 
this way: then the security for 
the remainder your lands. state, 
person, can purchase your lands, unless 
some public treaty held under the 
authority the United States. The 
General Government will never consent 
your being defrauded, but will 
protect you all your just 
You possess the right sell your 


your interest sell any part your 
lands, the United States must present 
their agent and will your security 
that you shall not defrauded the 
bargain you make.” Later, became 
assumed that this law did not apply 
Indian tribes the original colonies, 
just those Western territories, who 


were and large stripped their 


with full federal sanction. But 1974 
case involving the Oneida Indian Nation 
New York, the Supreme Court held 
that the Nonintercourse Act applied 
Indians all states which opened the 
door land claims Eastern Indians. 
The following year another court 
decision, this one regarding the Maine 
land suit, held that tribe need not have 
official federal recognition from the 
Bureau Indian Affairs included 
under the protection the 
Nonintercourse Act. This too represented 
significant advance for Eastern Indian 
claims, since they have been traditionally 
denied official federal recognition. 


hough the Mashpee Indians have 
repeatedly stated that they don’t want 
take away the homes the town’s non- 
Indian residents, the land suit has 
nevertheless clouded the legal title all 
property the town and frozen real 
estate transactions. Banks have refused 
give loans any kind and homeowners 
desiring sell have been unable 
unless lucky enough find someone 
both able pay cash and willing take 
the risk. This economic paralysis has 
angered many non-Indian residents, who 
complain that they are suffering for 
historic wrongs that they had nothing 
with. Despite the prospect 
staggering legai fees and years court 
battle, the town has refused negotiate. 
The most recent effort settle out 
court failed because the town’s refusal

Dankner getting down business with 
the people the Boston Banana 
Company. It’s about a.m. cold, wet 
morning and Dankner standing under 
the narrow roof the New England 
Produce Center Chelsea, bargaining 
for bananas. Dankner thinks six dollars 
too much; the salesman disagrees. 
Finally, after few minutes lively 
debate, firm compromise price 
offered. Dankner makes quick mental 
calculation, checks list keeps his 
back pocket, and hits the top the 
counter with the palm his hand. 

Then off the other dealers. 
Squeezing peaches, sampling apples, 
peeking into crates oranges, placing 
orders Dankner walks through the 
market, indistinguishable from any 
the other buyers there. Judging his 
looks khaki pants, blue T-shirt, short, 
thinning hair think was 
buyer for one the large supermarket 
chains Stop Shop, maybe Purity 
Supreme but he’s not. Dankner 
produce buyer for group food co- 
ops, the Eastern Massachusetts 
Federation Cooperatives (formerly 
known the New England Federation 
Cooperatives, Every morning, 
starting 4:30, spends five hours 
the Chelsea market ordering produce, just 
like any other buyer, but the end his 
work day buyer usually finished 
around 7:30 a.m.), while the others are 
relaxing inside, drinking coffee and 
reading the paper, still out 
the loading docks helping troupes 
volunteers from local co-ops load 
produce orders variety 
Volkswagen buses, rented trucks, 
pickups and step-vans. 

few years ago, many the vendors 
Chelsea market refused business 
with co-ops, which are organizations 
through which members pool their 
grocery shopping and buy bulk 
directly from the wholesaler, thus 
avoiding the retail markup. return for 
the low prices and keep overhead 
down, members themselves run the 
organization and provide the labor. 

the early days, when co-ops were 
still small potatoes, they had little but 
pocket money offer the Chelsea 
suppliers and were considered not worth 
the trouble. Thus they were forced buy 
from middlemen who had contacts the 
market. Often these stuck 
them with mediocre vegetables and 
overripe fruit. Today, however, after 
years steady growth, co-ops have 
acquired lot more clout; last year the 
Eastern Massachusetts Co-ops alone 


spent considerably more than million 
the Chelsea market. And now, not 
surprisingly, the dealers, even the biggest 
ones, are willing talk business. 
Wherever Dankner goes, produce dealers 
greet him name. 

Leonardo, how about some 
dealer calls out Dankner 
passes by.

Over the years, the larger one 
expanded and the smaller 
multiplied, local co-ops have been able 
parlay large orders, membership labor 
(each member works average two- 
and-a-half hours month) and 
experienced staffs into sophisticated 
alternative food-distribution system. 
Currently, least five buyers the 
Chelsea market work exclusively for the 
co-ops. And every morning their orders 
are picked and delivered co-op 
members. There also warehouse 
Franklin Street Cambridge with staff 
five that handles co-op orders for 
cheese, nuts and grains; last year, such 
orders totaled more than million. 

recent years, membership has also 
expanded and diversified. Once 
considered hippie outposts, co-ops are 
now spread out all over the city (see 
chart), catering heterogeneous 
clientele the elderly, suburban families, 
blacks, welfare and food-stamp 
recipients, students and others. The 
merchandise, too, varied: while the 
emphasis still bulk and unprocessed 
fruits, nuts, grains and vegetables, some 
the larger co-ops stock grocery items. 
The Boston Food Co-op, for example, 
carries dog food, root beer, Cheerios, milk 
magnesia, toilet paper and Cheez-its. 
few co-ops also have well-stocked meat 
sections. 

What all this means that you are 
among those who balked the idea co- 
ops when the movement was its rough, 
early stages (when many apparently 
thought they offered little more than 
bean sprouts and pinto beans), you ought 
take another look. Chances are 
surprised the selection available, 
the lower prices and the efficiency,

Pre-order co-ops 

There are basically two types co-op 
the Boston area: pre-order and 
storefront. Both are run according the 
game principles: most the labor 
bulk, and the whole operation owned 
and controlled the members, with 
policies determined democratically (one 
member equals one vote). However, while 
these basics are the same, operating 
can vary and between any 
two co-ops there may significant 
differences prices, the labor 
commitment expected members, 
grocery selection, business hours and 
number members. Because this, 
often said that the success 
prospective co-op experience 
depends, large degree, how good 
she matching his her own 
needs limitations (time and 
otherwise) with the right kind co-op. 

The pre-order the most basic (and 
the most common) type co-op. The 
idea, very simply, that the members 
combine their weekly food orders into 
single bulk purchase from the 
wholesalers. The groceries are then sorted 
out and picked the members, who 
provide all the labor.

The Mission Hill Co-op good 
example pre-order: while bigger 
than most others this type the 
membership fluctuates between 500 and 
members the procedure the 
same. The job dividing the groceries 
after the weekly trip Chelsea market 
how all the work done the 
members. After the produce has been 
picked up, some members unload the 
rented truck and put the goods pre- 
arranged places where other members 
sort them; another group checks over the 
fruits and vegetables they come in; one 
woman counts produce and 
receipts. The observer can’t help but 
notice that everything everything 
done the members. fact, the only 
paid employee present Jim O’Connor, 
who hired hours week balance 
the books, and sitting back room 
behind typewriter. The operation the 
main room generally runs smoothly 
that rarely disturbed questions 
from the member-volunteers. 

are usually smaller than 
O’Connor tells me, 
many ways they are lot less 
complicated. For one thing they don’t 
carry any convenience items toilet 
paper, deodorant just produce, 
grains and cheeses. People just order 
what they will need few days ahead 
time and then come and pick up. 
And since pay very little salaries, 
any overhead for that matter, keep the 
prices very low. Our overhead, ‘bump’ 
call it, comes about ten 
(This percentage added every 
purchase markup. Some smaller pre- 
orders have bumps low five 
percent.) 

“The trade-off for this kind 


simplicity that pre-order shopping 


somewhat O’Connor 
explains. the first place, since 
have paid staff mind the store, 
all the work has done the 
members. are organized the ‘block 
system,’ which means that divide our 
members street blocks. Each block 
responsible for taking care itself, and 
must handle all its members’ food 
orders. certain time every 
head the block (also called 
blockhead) brings the block’s order into 
the main office, and every week certain 
block assigned out Chelsea and 
pick all the combined orders.

Be- 
cause the space limitations, 
Paradiso has little room for food 
storage and must constantly re- 
plenish its supply, using the vari- 
ous Italian markets the neigh- 
borhood. Thus the space 
problem becomes huge advan- 
tage for customers: the ingredi- 
ents all dishes are fresh and ex- 
cellent, contributing signifi- 
cantly the quality 
the Paradiso’s fare.

garlic has been fried. Neverthe- 
less, was extremely good. 
Again, the pasta was perfectly 
done and the sauce redolent 
fruity olive oil, with subtle gar- 
lic undertone. Our only com- 
plaint (and is, perhaps, idio- 
syncratic) was this subtlety 
like our garlic-and-oil sauce with 
somewhat more peasant kick.

ulia has taken drubbing from the 
New York critics, but this didn’t keep the 
two audiences saw with from loving 
it. The movie wears its virtues its for- 
mal, elegant sleeve and does with the 
sort high-minded airs critics often find 
annoying. Well, hooting the raves 
other reviewers has always been lot eas- 
ier for me, than cheering when they boo, 
but must say side with the audience 
Julia. Engrossing, moving and well- 
crafted, the film (showing the Cheri) 
takes risks without flaunting them and, 
despite its Major Motion Picture stodgi- 
ness, succeeds expanding per- 
missible big-budget Hollywood prod- 
uct.

mento, the film examines their friend- 
ship, especially its galvanizing effect 
the young Hellman. She enthralled 
with Julia; their rapport distant yet in- 
tense, based memory, mystique and 
even tinge sexual longing (never 
acted on). The movie takes 
childhood memories Julia, her rugged 
writing-and-drinking companionship 
with Dashiell Hammett and her first steps 
into literary society and weaves them 
through central suspense story which 
Julia involves Lillian plot smuggle 
$50,000 into Nazi Germany ransom 
Resistance prisoners. Instead climax- 
ing with fistfights, gunfire, explosions 
and torture, however, this adventure 
peaks reunion between the two 
women that’s just tense and cathartic 
the violence expect. And de- 
nouement risky, for instead provid- 
ing neat, satisfying capper, director 
Fred Zinnemann and screenwriter Alvin 
Sargent keep their film fragment, true 
its literary source. 

None this daring ever hits you over 
the head; fact, the risk-taking dis- 
tinctly ironic picture conserva- 


tively mounted. Fred Zinnemann (High 
Noon, From Here Eternity, Man for 
All Seasons, etc.) restrained and 
filmmaker Hollywood has 
ever produced, while Alvin Sargent 
(Paper Moon, The Sterile Cuckoo) 
old-fashioned screenwriter who balances 
standard tear-jerking with more con- 
temporary toughness. Frame frame, 
Julia epitomizes the classical, 
Hollywood production. Its pho- 
tography, Douglas Slocombe, im- 
peccable down the symmetrical beams 
bouncing off Jane Fonda’s earrings and 
teeth. The compositions are all studi- 
ously balanced, the ‘30s period sets me- 
ticulously detailed. The movie has the 
pictorial feel Lean’s Dickens 
adaptations fussed-over yet lively, 
luminous without being glitzy and 
the Lean films, the style attempt 
match the prestige the source.

VALENTINO. Directed Ken Russell.

gave director Ken Russell some- 
where The Music Lovers and 
The Devils, and although keep going 
his films never had much reason 
change mind, (okay, few scenes 
Tommy were effective). suppose Valen- 
tino something recovery from the 
total catastrophe Lisztomania, but it’s 
still desperately bad movie. And this 
point, does anyone beyond few Russell 
idolaters really care? Russell seems 
have used his credit with the public:

Frankly, don’t know how 
continues get financing for his pro- 
jects; the long run, his ability per- 
suade normally cautious moneymen 
lose their shirts may his most signifi- 
cant talent director. The publicity 
build-up for Valentino has centered 
the star, Rudolf Nureyev, and this 
wise: curious performance 
‘the only thing the picture has going for it. 

Valentino wildly overwrought and 
frequently nonsensical, but one’s first 
reaction the movie, despite its weird- 
ness, that one has seen before. In- 
deed, Russell’s Rudolph Valentino 
different from his Tchaikovsky (The 
Music Lovers), his Gaudier-Brzeska (Sav- 
age Messiah), his Mahler (Mahler). 
Here the same talented artist destroyed 
parasitic women and the adulation 
his fans, same beautiful young man, 
proud and imperious, ravaged sexual 
misery. Here the familiar extravagant 
display greed, lust, philistinism, 
cruelty and latter pas- 
sion presented, Pauline Kael once 
pointed out, cinematic style one could 
only call homoerotic). Although Rus- 
nature Italian peasant with natur- 
ally aristocratic sense his worth 
probably correct, has exaggerated the 


already improbable facts 


life for the sake mood garish hys- 
teria. the same has brought 
all his other biographies artists, and 
fails every time: the actors the por- 


traits are directed such feverish pitch 
that one loses contact with the human ex- 
perience the screen. 


Valentino much made the fre- 
quent allegations that the actor was 
homosexual impotent. But since Rus- 
sell has nothing add the subject (just 
constant hints), he’s reduced exploit- 
ing the allegations for their rotting 
unpleasantness: jeering, gloating faces, 
and endless anguish from Nureyev. 
true that Valentino frequently offered 
fight the ring with any journalist who 
manhood, and even 
posed for photos while sparting with 
friend Jack Dempsey the 
background; yet far know never 
actually fought anyone. why does 
Russell stage endless boxing match be- 
tween Valentino and aging, alcoholic 
newspaperman that turns into satur- 
nalia cruelty? (The scene has inim- 
itably zany Russell touch society swells 
tails and brocades waltzing between 
rounds.) 

Unfortunately, Russell misses the real 
mystery Valentino’s career what 
was did screen that drove women 
frenzies adoration and men furious 
indignation. Except for one short scene, 
never shows Valentino acting. The 
actual Valentino, who died 1926 
after only seven years movies, still 
looks marvelous screen when he’s 
his lithe body. The highly 
stylized Latin-lover eroticism, 
hints fetishistic cruelty, may seem 
today more quaint than sexy, but one 
understands why American women 
found deliriously exotic. 
none this appeal the movie (which 
partly fault), and the 
women who love Valentino seem hys- 
terical, deluded, and completely empty 
(what Russell does Leslie Caron and 
Michelle Phillips should punishable 
death).

seems mocking their interest 
him. What was Valentino not actor 
who knew how look woman 
she mattered him more than anything 
else earth? 

Which leaves the dancing. When 
does the tango short tap dance top 
hat and tails moves with the same 
tensed power displays ballet 
stage, and looks strange movie. 
Nureyev dances with his thighs and but- 
tocks, not with the whole relaxed line 
his body (Fred Astaire) loose 
chest-and-shoulders shamble (Gene 
Kelly) gawky, parodistic style 
(Ray Bolger) facing-the-audi- 
ence professionalism standard Broad- 
way hoofer (Dan Dailey). far from 
popular dancing, yet it’s not ballet either. 
Tense, self-involved, awesomely impres- 
sive, Nureyev dancing movie ex- 
citing but slightly embarrassing like 
Shakespearean actor trying 
funny in. improvisational revue.

The 
grizzled farmer Frome, his wizened wife 
and whining, paraplegic former love 
must suffer not only one com- 
pany, but also one creature dis- 
comforts, gnawing disappointments and 
unspoken reproach. Ethan Frome 
story devoid embellishment and relief. 

Wharton, who emerged from the rigid 
cocoon New York society become 
not social butterfly but immensely 
perceptive and unhappy authoress, built 
summer 1901 the Berk- 
shires; was there that she wrote Ethan 
Frome. Lenox, Massachusetts, appar- 
ently served model for frozen 
Starkfield, though there hint the 
novel today’s bustling, picturesque 
summer colony. her introduction 
the book, published 1911, Wharton ex- 
pressed uneasy sense that the New 
England fiction bore little except 
vague botanical and dialectical resem- 
blance the harsh and beautiful 
she knew it. What was missing the pic- 
ture, she thought, were the 
pings beneath the asters and 
mountain laurel; Wharton aimed her 
terse, tragic novel the craggy 
inhospitability the region, the bitter- 
ness and awful isolation its winters. 
The Trinity Square Repertory Company 
production Ethan Frome (from the 
1936 dramatization Owen and Don- 
ald Davis) begins much the same man- 
ner, confronting straightaway with 
Eugene massive, hard-edged set, 
brilliantly overpowering evocation 
New England farmstead disrepair. 
Against this somber, intimidating back- 
drop are projected slides, accompanied 
Brechtian lecture, snowbound clap- 


_board buildings and farm equipment and 


blizzards that would test the endurance 
Paul Bunyan. Evidently, Trinity director 
Adrian Hall wishes establish from the 
outset that Frome’s tragedy is, Whar- 
ton intended it, inextricably tied the 
seasons and grim terrain. 


pity, though, that Hall didn’t. 


with the rest Wharton’s coun- 


sel, concerning her slim volume: must 
treated starkly and summarily life 
had always presented itself pro- 
tagonists; any attempt elaborate 
complicate their sentiments would nec- 
essarily have falsified the whole. They 
were, truth, these figures, granite 
outcroppings; but half-emerged from the 
soil and scarcely more articulate.” Else- 
where she speaks the importance 
presenting the characters fullest re- 
lief, yet without trick drapery 
But Hall augments the Frome 
family suffering with pulsating projec- 
tions, voice-overs, lugubrious cello in- 
terludes, even amusement-park ride 
that spews fake snow. Actually none 
these technological embellishments in- 
tegrated enough constitute signifi- 
cantly wrongheaded approach the 
piece, which for the most part per- 
formed with the awkward, primal an- 
guish requires. They are merely direc- 
torial intrusions, more annoying than dis- 
astrous. But then, matching Adrian 
Hall with his keen eye, ear, nose and 
throat for the flamboyantly theatrical 
and Ethan Frome not unlike asking 
Liberace wear sackcloth. 

interesting note, think, that 
this Ethan Frome subsidiary project. 
Hall and Trinity dramaturge Richard 
Cumming are now work televi-

(The roller- 
coaster sled ride that precedes the acci- 
dent the only element Hall-inspired 
hokum that really works.) 

Contrary Puritanical New England 
tradition, Ethan and Mattie 
much hampered morality eco- 
nomics and plain shyness (though, the 
Trinity production, image hovers 
over the scene the crash like hollow- 
cheeked personification guilt). Edith 
Wharton had rotten marriage but she 
also had money and eventually escaped 
Paris. Sadly, this couple’s suicidal at- 
tempt sow some wild, romantic oats 
reaps disaster. They are still alive and 
paying years later when 
narrator turns belated witness. 
Ironically, the lovers have more ‘or less 
gotten their wish; they are trapped to- 
gether, with Zeena, till merciful death 
them part. 

Adrian Hall does not manage, 
means scattered special effects and 
suspended images, make Ethan Frome 
fluid film. That partly the fault 
the Davises’ adaptation, which un- 
imaginative though the stunted dia- 
logue, lifted verbatim from the book, 
true the region and pregnant with nu- 
ance. Also, Hall uses the looming single 
set self-consciously, staging all impor- 
tant scenes the same central space, 
which alternates between indoors and 
outdoors. This entails elaborate sys- 
tem about-facing for the actors. 

What Hall has done right, however, 
elicit painfully honest performances 
from the principal players (much 
did last season, sans gimmickry, 
Mice and Men). Richard Jenkins lacks 
the Raymond Massey-esque stature 
Wharton attributes Ethan Frome, but 
subtly evokes his stammering passion, 
his grief and his gracelessness. Margo 
Skinner, usually cast baritone in- 
genue, tempers villainy with 
genuine hurt; she makes the unloved 
bitterness accessible, not en- 
tirely and her strength 
the end comes surprise. Finally, 
Cynthia Strickland wonderful the 
awkward, animated Mattie Silver, bring- 
ing the character gangly, nervous 
quality that once endearing and sug- 
gestive the aging, tiresome waif she 
become.
